Applicant's amendment dated 08/02/2007 has been received and entered. Claims 3-4 are 
now pending in the application. Claims 1-2 were canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted was filed after the mailing date of 
the instant application on 1 1/20/2008.

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-7, 9-15, and 17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither disclose nor make obvious a liquid crystal display device 
as claimed in claim 1. Kim et al. as modified by Aida et al., VanderPloeg et al., and Van De 
Witte et al. fails to disclose or suggest "a birefringent optical film comprising the birefringent A- 
layer has a property satisfying nya>nza>nxa and the birefringent B -layer has a property 
satisfying nxb>nyb>nzb, and an in-plane retardation of the birefringent film has a reciprocal 
wavelength dispersion characteristics. "
